1 BE3iCII COL'RTSHir AM) MARRIAUE.

Vbe Fashtom of .Uodirn Society.
A pentlcma.i who has lived in Krauee a num-

ber ol years, nnd is thoroughly familiar with
trench, manners and customs, tells us that the
follow inp, from an English magazine, eives an
exact account of the process of courtship, as it
is regulated in good society there. It will be
seen that French courtship is something- quite
tiillerent lrom American courtship. Doubtless
it has its merit6:

' We will suppose that M. Horace Delaunay
bits Mademoiselle lto.-ali-e Dubois, or that
ehe has been spoken of to him, aud that on in-

quiry as to her position, etc., he rinds she is a
person whom he would like to marry. He is
bound to observe a rigorous compliance with
inexorable rules, the viola iou of any one of
which would probubly be the ruination of all
his hopes. Etiquette has nothing' to say about
ihe affections, bat simply, like a treatise on
strategies and tactics, lays ilowu certain methods
ot proceeding without considering the cause of
actK'iu

"The first step which M. Delaunay or his
parents must take for him U to ask a mutual
friend to inquire ot the family of the young lady
it his oll'cr of marriage will be agreeable. It is
absolutely contrary to all good breeding for II.
Delaunay to do this himself; and it he U refused,
pood breeding requires him to make no sign of
disappointment, but to remain with the family,
just on the tame footing as before. It will be
comprehended that all allusion to the refusal
would be of the worut taste. Bat suppose M.
Delaunny has no common friend in this case,
he must address himself to the cure of the
parish of the family, if they are Catholic to the
fiasteur, if they are Protentaut to the rabbi, it
tLey are JenisU and solicit one of these to
make the inquiry. If he prefers it he may go
to tbe family lawjer; aud, ludced, if tho lady is
nu elderly person or widow, this is the only ad-
mitted way ot artaugii g this preliminary. But
iu any case he mut get a suitable introduction
to cure, pastcur, rubbi, or notury.

' If ihe reply be favorable, M. Delaunay aski
for permission to visit the family, or he aski to
be introduced, if he has not been so already.
The fird visit tuubt tuke place wi'.hout the pre-
sence of tbe young lady, and all nil ail s of pro-
perty, settlement, etc., are then to be discussed.
The family are supposed Hlrea ly to be informed
of all details about the position o! M. Delaunay
by his inleimeuiury ; the parents or guardians
arp now supposed to put tuih?r que.-tio- to
the yonng man, and to declare whether the
replies aie satisfactory or no', and to communi-
cate ou their side all detail at)jat the young
lady' lortune and expectations. The young
man is invite 1 to visit them on a future day,
and tbe day and th hour ol the vi'it are fixed.
If the replies of M. Delaunny are not found
satistaciorj, the young lauj's representatives
requ re time 'or reflection, aud th"'y separate on
the moct cordial temis possib'e, aud the suitor
is required by good breeding not to make atiy
further advances uole.-- s be U recalled.

"However, suppose M. Di luuuay has sa'isfied
the exigencies ol father, mother, guardian, no-tiir-

etc., aud the hour of the first visit is
arranged in which be is to see th object of his
)i nrriuire lutentiou for the first time as a suitor.
The visit must uturally b ananpred to take
place when do other visitors are expected.
Good taste requires the toilets on both sides to
be carefully proper, although any display une
ict'etie tojiaijeuse-i- B ol the worst taste; the
youi.e lady especially must belmply but neatly
attired.

"n ad'ilo Dubois hnvinir already been in-

formed cf tho proposal, si's bet een her parents,
aud no allusion whatever is made to the subject
(t M. liebiunHV's visit during the nr mterview
It Is, in fact, a simple vi-i- t ot reconnoissance:
the enemies arc placed in presence of mil exa
mine eacu other, talking uboui the most ludif- -

iei nt tilings in the world.
"If, however, either on the occasion of the

first visit or the second, M Delaunay is not
atili'd with th exidanattorta tiveu hija or tbe

appearance of Maileiuot-ell- Dubois, he can still
rttreat conveniently by wriuutr to sa that a
little journey, which he In obliiiod to tuke, will
deprive him for some timuot the pleasure he
anticipated in be'ng able to con'inue liu vlsfe.
e'.c, It, uu the louTury, he tteoirv to go ou
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with the negotiation, ho must mako a formal
demand by his father, mother, or other relative
or friend, to be admitted Into the family under
the title of pretendu.

"If tbe reqnestls accepted, M. Delaunty onsht
Immediately to write a note to the parent to
atk when it will be agreeable furlhem toreceir
his visit of acknowledgment and thank; and
when the visit takes place, Mademoiselle Dubois,
having been duly informed of Hip present con-uii'- wu

wi tn: uiw.j -- ", rPOf)crcomplinifnts have paved on both ids, be
for, and the young mau is presented to her as
her future husband.

"From this time M. Deh'inay Is received In
the house ol the fam ly on intimate, but uot on
familiar terms, with respect to which
there Is a wide distinction. M. Delaanay
is require 1, for example, always to come with a
toilette suitable for a visit of ceremony, and the
young lady, on her side, too, must observe a
similar carefulness. M. Delaunay is expected,
of course, to pay frequeut visits to the house,
but alwavs iu ceremonious form: and be should
announce his intention of coming by sending
in the morning a bouquet to his betrothed,
whom, indeed, he will ncvor see alone uutil the
marriacc is finally celebrated before the mairo
in the church; for maniiige contracts are such
slippery aflair, that M. Delaunay nd Made-
moiselle Dubois may have gone through all
these forms to no purpose.

"If M. Delaunay should wish to retire at any
moment, he can do so by writing tue little
billet, and announcing la eUtv cvyige; and tho
family of the young lady could over her re
treat "by any equally simple device; aud 19
ptevent all uupleasaut circumstances, and
all chance of malevolent tittle-tattl- tho
whole affair should be kept a strict secret on
both sides till the marriage contract is finally
signed. And, moreover, tbe young people will
i.evci speak to or of each other by their una-
dorned Christian names; they niust address
each other always as Monsieur lioraeo and
Mademoiselle Rosalie.

"Hut when the contract Is signed, and the
muriiage formally announced, tho rigors of
euquette may relax lu some measure towards
the young couple, but as respects the family, it
Increases, for the father and mother of the
fiancee arc r,ow requested to shut up their
bouse thut is to say, not to receive at home
any buttbe members of the family; and Mad'lle
Rosalie will carefully avoid, and would not
indeed be permitted to make, appearance dans
la monde, that is, either in society or any public
place ol amusement.

"Supposing that all things have gone on with-
out ditliculty up to this point, the next step is
tho signing ot the marriage contract, or settle-
ment, as we should term it. The contract must
necessary have been duly arranged and its
provisions all settled aud the deed drawn up
when the parties betake themselves to the
notary vtho has prepared the dooumcut. In the
case of very wealthy families, and in the pro-
vinces, the notary comes to the house of the
fiancee, In which case etiquette requires that
he should be Invited to dine. All expenses of
the proceedings are to be paid by the future
husbsnd. The notary reads the document. M.
L clammy rises, makes a b-j- to his fiancee as
though to a'k her conseut, takes the pen, 6igus
the deed, and then passes the pen to Mademoi-
selle Rosalie. Tho young lady then signs in
turn, and then passes the pen to the mother of
ner lntcnued, who passes It on to the mother ot
the bride, and so on through the member of
the family present, who sign for the most part
in me oroer oi tneir age.

"It is on this day M. Delaunav Is expected to
seud the presents known as the carbeiUo de
n,atriage.

"ihe vslue ot the presents should amount to
about ten per cent, ot the dot of the ladv. Thev
consist generally ot shawls, jewels, lace, furs,
gloves, fans, books, and a purse containing a
certain number of gold pieces of money which
tnouiu ue new. xnese presents should oo put
either in an elegant box or in a work-tabl- e des
tined to lorm part ot the furniture of the young
couple, me corbefllo should arrive on the
morning of the signing ot the coatract. accom-
panied wt'ha handsome bounuet of flowers:
and the corbeille, together with the trousse of
the fiancee, which by this time should be pre-
pared, is exhibited in her room, tastefully
arrpnired with flowers, lot herfrieuds to adniire.
It there is a ball that evening, as 18 customary.
at tho bouse of ihe fiancee, the young lady
should he in white. She opens the ball with
her intended, and in the second quadrille shj
belongs de druit to the uotaTy, who in olden
limes had the ritiht of kissioc her on the cheeK.
Everybody who siyns the marriage deed is ex
pected to uiaae a present to the young lady.

"Aiicr uie weooini;, w uicu ueuianus iwo ctre
monies, the civil and the religious, comes the
honeymoon. It is uot generally the custom now
in Fiance to take a journey alter marriage; on
ihe contrary, the wedding party often spend the
day together, go for a drive in the Bots de
Boulogne, and have a dinner and ball in the
evening. At tho dinner the bnde and bride
groom should be placed opposite to each other
the bride having on her right the father of her
husband, her own mother sitting to the right of
the bridegroom, and the bride is to be the first
served at the table.

"At the conclusion of the dinner, a toast is
proposed for the young married couple. One of
tbe iemoins of the bride proposes tbe health of
tne Drme, ana one oi tne iemoins or me Driue
uroom proposes the health ot the bridegroom,
Oratorv is reauired to be brief, and the father
of tbe parties return thanks for their respective
children; but, above all, no singing Is expected
among decent people; therefore, it auy English-
man finds himself present at such a festival, he
must not propose to sing the Roger Bonhomme
ot Beranger.

"Ihe guests wno have been invuea to aine
are expected before leaving to give an invitation
to the young couple for a dinner or a soiree;
and such a icturn is caned rfnau ae noce,ma
they are allowed a whole month for the giving
of the raidu de noce, at which, naturally, tho
best places and all the honor are given to the
new couple. No one, ot course, must appear at
the marriage in mourning: even a widov must
appear at the marriage ot her daughter lu white
and prey.

"In the best society, however, the festivity of
dinner und ball takes place on the day of the
signing of the marriage contract; and it is to
be observed that a Proies'ant minister may bo
Invited to the wedding, but a priest never. At
the ball the bride opens tbe dance with thefc'uost
to whom she wishes to pay the greatest atten-
tion, and the bridegroom does the same thing.
The newly married pair dance in front of each
other in the first quadrille, but in the second
tiey dance together. Afrer this the bride has
ti e privilege ot inviting whom the pleases for
the rest ot tho evening. Tho biido and bride-
groom retire as quietly as possible, the latter
some time after the former, and everybody
(toes his best not to observe their departure.
Hie It tires de faire of tho marriage are to be
sent within Clteeij days, and tho first persons
who receive them are expected to pay a mar-
riage visit within a uionili.
